— 'J'ho church bill as 
passed by tho coiiiiiiissiotier of Obushaus, 
grants roligtous brdeni the restitution of 
their properties. The report of tho coin 
niiHsioii will bo placed before tho chamber 
on Thursday nuxt. The measure fails to 
conciliate the centre party at whose final 
dahiands it has been formulated! by Dr. 
VVindthorst. Those that are statu that 
tho permission accorded in tho bill to form 
bishoprics in Limbourg and Gsnnbruok 
should booxtcndedtootherdiocesesinclud- 
ing Cologne, Breslnn, Mujisternnd Enuel, 
and that the bill shall strictly limit mid 
doline tho powers of tho state t<j veto 
cleric*! appointments, and that the dis- 
cretionary powers of tho minister of 
worship over the re-entry of religious 
orders bo denied and limited. Dr. Wind- 
thorst declares there can bo no peace be- 
tween the church and tlio state unless 
these demands Hliall he conceded. 

It is reported that tho Emperor William, 
on receiving the French general, Marquis 
Dabsoas, said: "Tell your compatriots 
that there is no danger of war so long as 
1 shall live. I shall one my influence to 
maintain peace. God will soon call me to 
himself, and I do not wish to leave my 
peOplo a heritage of blood. Germany 
shares my desire for good-will with the 
French.

EVEN INC SESSION. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 7 145 p.m. 
Mr. Somlin concluded his address on 
tho motion to go into supply. 

Mr. Martin said ho had no pretensions 
to be as eloquent as his honorable col- 
league, the senior member for Yale, but 
ho could not let tho occasion go by with- 
out saying a few words, as some state- 
ments made by him were misleading; la 
tho first place, he had to contradict the 
honorable gentleman regarding the Ash- 
croft bridge. Tito bondsmen were still 
liable tti the extent of §10,000, i and to 
show tho good faith of the contractors 
they had deposited the sum of $500 in 
case any repairs were needed, and also 
, had promised to honor any cheque that 
might be drawn on them should the neces- 
sary repairs exceed that amount. They 
(tho contractors) had acted in good faith, 
and their work had been done under the 
superintendence of a very competent 
oflicer. Ilis honorable colleague had also 
mentioned that a road was needed in 
White Valley, Okanagon, and in other 
parts of the district, also a sum should be 
[ait on the estimates to subsidize a doctor 
in Spalluincheon, and sundry other mat- 
ters required in the district. The honor- 
able gentleman almost insinuated that, thu 
other members for Vale district were 
neglecting the district and its wants. lie 
wished to disabuse that gentleman's mind 
of that idea. Both Mr. Vernon and him- 
self had represented all these matters to 
the government, and had no doubt that 
they would meet with proper considera- 
tion. His honorable friend also com- 
plained that Yale had not had its fair 
share of the appropriation spent in the 
province. He would compare the revenue 
and expenditure for the three years under 
the Into government and the revenue and 
expenditure under the present: In 1880 
the revenue was $43,603, the expenditure 
$5,170; in 1881 the revenue was $61,962, 
the expenditure §4,1:17; in 1882 the 
revenue was $71,104, the expenditure 
87.H02; in 1881) the revenue was $80,:i:i0, j cr 
the expenditure $4,890 (vote of 1882)'; 
in 1884 the revenue was ?7o,<)73, tho ex- 
penditure $30,518; in 1885 the revenue 
was $10(1,758 (C. P. H. construction ac- 
counts for this), the expenditure §22, '.i2\)\ 
in 1886 the. revenue was §05, 150, the ex- 
penditure §31,77!*. (Applause.) Of course, 
in looking over these figures it was seen 
that the whole of the revenue derived 
from Vale district (by nature tho wealth- 
iest in the province), was not all expended 
in that district, and he was proud to say that 
tho district was not so selfish as to expect 
it. 1 here were other districts at present 
non-producing, which needed assistance 
and it would be very poor policy to let 
those districts lie undeveloped and un- 
settled for the want of sums of money as 
may be needful to develop them. lie 
would be very glad to see a larger expen- 
diture in Yale district, but at tho same 
time he must say that looking at and com- 
paring the expenditure and revenue of the 
late government and that of the present 
one, they had every reason to be satisfied. 
His honorable friend had stated in a very 
able speech that he was sorry Mr. Vernon 
was absent, as be w ished to refer to a 
statement made by that gentleman at a 
public meeting in Kamloops, in which he 
said that Vale had not got a fair share of 
the estimates. His honorable colleague 
in saying this did not refer to the present 
government, but to the one of which the 
honorable senior member was so ardent 
a supporter, and which never meted out 
justice to Yale district as shown by the 
Comparison he had just given. To make it 
more plain he would putit in this way: Un- 
der the Walkom-Beaven government they 
got expended, in round figures, one-tenth 
of the revenue paid in, and under th 



t he amount of district appropriations from 
the dry dock refund during the last par- 
liament, With tho permission of Mr. 
Speaker he would give the house tho 
amounts expended hi his district for the 
following years: 1880, §:i,400; 1881, 
§2,408; 1882, §3,505; 1883, §4,443; total 
§13,S4li. 1884, §11,702; 1885, §10,011; 
1880, $19,900; total, §42, 27!). To show how 
well satislied the voters are in the Lil- 
looet district it was only necessary for 
him to state that tho lion, attorney-gen- 
eral at the last election polled 
nearly as many votes as the two 
opposition candidates together, and 
himself (Mr. Allen) and Mr. Morrison 
[lolled a much larger vote than the opposi- 
tion candidates, clearly showing the con- 
fidence t he people had in the government. 
(Applause.) Tho honorable member for 
Cassiar, Mr. Grant, .also complained that 
Lillooot district had received far greater 
appropriations than Cassiar. He would 
inform that honorable gentleman that 
i Cassiar is not entitled to any such appro- 
priation as Lillooot district, and I would 
I show why. The number of voters in the 
j Lillooot district is 221, in Cassiar 66, not 
I one-third the number. The amount of 
I provincial revenue (ax collected in each 
| district was Lillooot. §1,700, Cassiar §315. 
This would prevent once that Cassiar is 
not entitled to the same appropriation as 
Lillooot, therefore the honorable gentle- 
man had not made a fair Comparison. I 
would support the government. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that some of the 
statements of honorable gentlemen oppo- 
site were wholly incorrect, as, for instance, 
the statement of Mr. Orr, that 40,000 
acres of land had been given to the Koot- 
enay company. Since 1882 the revenue 
had increased year by year so that now it 
was over §100,000 in excess of what it was 
then. Tho honorable gentleman quoted 
from the public accounts in support of his 
contention, pointing out that in this com- 
putation moneys received on graving dock 
account were excluded. In one year only 
had the revenue exceeded that ■ f any 
subsequent year, and that was when ex- 
traordinary sums had been received for 
land sales. With the expansion of ( lie 
revenue there had been a necessary in- 
ise in the expenses of civil government; 
but there was no increase of salaries on 
these estimates. As to the loan, it was 
not proposed to invest the half 
of it. The money would only be bor- 
rowed as required, but it would be cheaper 
and mure practicable to obtain subscrip- 
tions for a loan of §1,000,000, than the 
half of it. He repeated the statement 
that, allowing for the investment of the 
sinking fund tit 4 per cent, the interest 
on the loan distributed throughout the 
thirty years would, for the full amount, 
be §17,02!) per annum, or for §500,000, a 
sum of. §8,814 pur annum. At least, this 
calculation hail been made on a very high 
authority. The leader of the opposition 
had said the estimates were bribes to 
members. If that were so, opposition 
members had asked the government, in 
their requisitions, for very heavy bribes. 
The opposition had said the govern- 
ment could not, hold their seats 
without borrowing money. This was 
another way of saying public improve- 
ments could not, be paid for out. 
of the ordinary ro\emio. (Hear, hear). 
This was a truism, and the policy of the 
government was to opon up the country 
by necessary public improvements. It 
was a policy demanded by the country. 
It was incorrect that the last government 
loft the province free of debt. On 30th 
.lime, 1882, the assets over liabilities were 
§184,000; in .June, 1883, §328,000: in 
June, 1880, it was §187,082, and now the 
present (bating liabihfe- as ; i the neigh- 
borhood of $300,000. To meet future es- 
timates another §200,000 would be re- 
quired, This, therefore, was the neces- 
sity fur raising §500.000. (Hear, hear.) 
The statement of Mr. Seinlin about the 
(irohman scheme, that we ni 



present government received one-fourth. I to make the agreement^ was wron 
That, he considered, a very good showing 
for the present government. (Hear, hear.) 
He was glad his honorable colleague recog- 
nized that there was plenty of ability on 
this side of the house.

he went over to the other side of the 
house (applause). Tho hon. member for 
Cassiar had very kindly pointed out thai 
Vale district had not been fairly treato 1 
in the matter of expenditure. He was very 
much obliged to that gentleman for the 
interest be took in the district he had Ihe 
honor to represent, but, at tho same time, 
he thought that the members for Ynlo would 
do their duty to their district , and would 
not be lit to occupy that position if they 
did not. lie would say a very few words 
in reference to the loan which is contem- 
plated. The estimates before them showed 
that large expenditures were to take 
place in the different districts, mostly for 
roads anil bridges, which are so necessary 
to the successful settling up of the in- 
terior. He would support the govern- 
ment's policy in regard to the loan and 
felt satislied that if would be expended 
with wisdom and without, partiality (ap- 
plause). 

Mr. Orr said tho only policy the gov- 
ernment had was to empty the treasury 
when it was full, and to come to the house 
when it was empty and ask for loans to 
till it again. The revenue from the sale 
of lands on Burrard Inlet had been very 
small and not what the country had been 
led to expect they would be, and the pro- 
vincial tax had not been half collector] by 
the pres.mt government. Ho claimed that 
Now Westminster district with a popula- 
tion larger than any other in the province 
received a disproportionate share of the 
revenue. It received scarcely lifty cents 
[ier head. Lillooot received §15,000 for a 
bridge alone. The government members 
in their speeches had carefully refrained 
from touching on many important iptes- 
tions. They, for instance, had said noth- 
ing about the action they propose taking 
in rogard to lands in the railway bult in 
view of Judge H unity's decision. 

Mr. Allen said he did not intend to 
lose this opportunity of making a few re- 
marks, Hon. gentlemen opposite had 
thought fit to attack the management of 
tho district ho had the honor to represent. 
The gentleman referred to was the hon. 
BOniqr member for Yale (Mr. Seinlin.) 
That member stated that the mainland 
hud not received a fair share of the dry 
dock refund. This he denied, and ho 
could sUito without fear of contradiction 
that tho large majority of the voters in 
Lillooot district were well satisfied with 



only hoped the canal scheme would boa 
success, but ho feared not, tt was simply 
untrue he had ever promised a bridge at 
Lillooot during the last election. 
The statement of Mr, Orr rested on 
tin statement of some person 
whose name he declined to give. He (Mr. 
Davie) therefore doubted the accuracy of 
the statement, and did not believe there 
was a single person in the whole of the 
Lillooot district who would state he had 
made such a promise. (Applause.) At 
all events he had not made it. The bridge 
was a necessity, and as it had been re- 
cently found out it could be contracted for 
$19,000, instead of §10.0(10, lie should 
vote for it. Already wo were paying for 
a ferry service §750. This would be saved 
Slid represent interest covering nearly the 
cost of the bridge, [f another favorable 
site could be found 126 or lot) miles up 
the river he would vote for a bridge up 
there at a similar cost, as such communi- 
cations would open up the Ohilcoten 
country. The letter of inst ruc t ions he had 
writ ten to the road superintendent in 1883 
had been cancelled the same year, ami yet 
his opponents had used it- as being 
in force in 1880. So also the appoint- 
ment of n constable nt the 150 had been 
denounced, yet petitions for it were 
numerously signed, the name of Mr. Mc- 
Loesc appearing at tho top. It was use- 
less his stating thai tho petition had been 
tampered with or that he had only signed 
it mi condition that it should not be cir- 
culated. The hon. attorney-general re- 
ferred also to the Vancouver extension 
and to the sending there of a police force, 
which ho saitl washighly necessary, though 
lie hoped there would not Do occasion to 
retain them there much longer. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Anderson said the question of 
finance was a most important one to all civ- 
ilized countries, especially to this pro- 
vince, Its wide urea, its scattered settle- 
ment, at wide intervals extending from 
tho U. S. boundary to Cassiar and from 
Victoria to Cariboo, make it an expensive 
province to provide for, in necessary roads, 
schools and other public improvements. 
He found in the public accounts that in 
eight years ending 1887 the expendi- 
ture for roads, schools, etc., have more 
than doubled. Our revenue does not 
meet, our expenditure, and he thought few 
would say that we should stay the build- 
ing of schools, roads ami other public 
works. He therefore was in favor of 
obtaining the loan. But he found that in 
the year 1877 ft loan was obtained of 
§727,oOO, and this province sustained a 
loss of §30,000 in commission, exchange 
anil other charges, and also by 4 por cent 
discount. Ho therefore contended that 
this loan should be placed in British Co- 
lumbia as n government loan, in small 
denominations, oay in ton, fifty and one 
hundred dollar bunds, to unit idl parties, 
and each person to be limited to a reason- 
able number, for a certain time; then if 



not taken up the balance could bo placed 
for public competition. (Hear, hear.) 
There are many persons in the province 
wdio have been prudent and have placed 
their savings in tho Dominion savings hank 
at 4 per cent, especially aged people, who 
would bo glad to avail themselves of an 
opportunity of getting 1 per cent more in 
a safe government investment lo increase 
their income for their sustenance and 
comfort in their old ago. By this means 
wo would pay out tho interest to our own 
people and keep it in circulation at home 
for our own benefit, (Applause.) 

Mr. Bole moved the adjournment of 
the debate, which was carried. 

VANCOUVER PEAOK. 

Mr. Orr asked leave to introduce a 
bill to repeal "An act for the preservation 
of the peace within the municipal limits of 
the city of Vancouver." 

The motion to introduce tho bill was 
lost on the following division: — Ayes —

Mr. Dunsmuir moved that the select 
committee appointed to enquire into tho 
conduct of the last general election for 
the city of Victoria be empowered to take 
further evidence and to report to tho 
house from time to time as occasion may 
require. Carried.

Mr. Thomson moved that a respectful 
address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor, praying that he will 
recommend to the Dominion government 
the expediency of establishing a weekly 
mail service between Nanaimo and the 
important nourishing district of Albenii. 

The mover explained in a few words tho 
circumstances which led to tho resolution, 
which was passed. 

ASSESSMENT ACT. 
Mr. Higgins introduced a bill intituled 
"An act to amend the 'assessment act, 
1878,' and the 'assessment amending act, 
1880.' " Bill read n first time. 

LRRIOATION. 

Mr. Martin moved seconded by Mr. Som- 
lin whereas, owing tt, the scarcity of water 
for the purpose* of irrigation, a very large 
area of agricultural land on the mainland 
of British Columbia, to the east of the 
Cascade range, cannot be brought under 
cultivation, and the irrigation of such 
areas of land is beyond the means 
of individual holders. And whereas, 
.a large population would bo intro- 
duced and corresponding revenue 
secured if such land were settled upon 
and cultivated; be it therefore resolved, 
that a respectful address be presented to 
his honor the lieutenant-governor, pray- 
ing his honor to take into consideration 
the advisability of offering tt bonus for 
the successful raising of water in quanti- 
ties sufficient for agricult ural purposes. 

The mover urged the consideration of 
this matter upon the house. Ho saw by 
the papers a few days ago that residents 
along the Eraser intended asking for 
assistance to keep water otf their land. 
He thought the house Bhould also consider 
a means of enabling farmers in some parts 
of t he province to get water on their land. 

Mr. Ladner said the house should con- 
sider a moans of assisting farmers west of 
the mountains, as well as east of them, 
to get water on their hand. 

Air. Bole— You had better improve the 
water of Victoria w hile you are at it. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Higgins — You should not dilute 
it; you should take it pure. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Martin, replying to the member for 
New Westminster district, said farmers in 
the interior had spent thousands of dol- 
lars in running ditches to get wator on 
their lands, but when dry seasons like tho 
last two years came and there was very 
little snow on the mountains they lost 
their crops. He had lost on theso occa- 
sions every pound of grain ho had put in 
his land. 

Resolution passed. 

( J EO LOOICA L SURV BY. 

Col. Baker will moved that a respectful 
address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor asking his honor to 
urge upon the Dominion government the 
necessity of having a geological survey 
made of the Selkirk range on the western 
side of the upper Kootonay ami Columbia 
valleys, similar in character to the geolo- 
gical survey which has already boon made 
of the Rocky mountain range on the 
eastern side of those valleys. 

Tho mover said the geologist was tho 
pilot of the miner, inasmuch as he led tho 
latter to thu formations where precious 
metals wore most likely to exist. Ho 
brought this resolution in order that tho 
energies of the people of Kootonuy might 
be used in tho right direction. 

Resolution passed, 

POINTS OF LAW. 

The Hon. Mr. Davio introduced a bill 
intituled "an act respecting the reserva- 
tion 6f points of law in criminal cases." 
Bill read a first time. 

DISUISSAX OF A CONSTABLE. 

Mr. Stenhouso asked wdiutwero tho rea- 
sons which led to the dismissal of Mr. 
Thos. II. Beckensoll from tho constublo- 
BhipofOomox in July last? Did these 
reasons exist before the general election in 
that month; and if so, wdiy was the con- 
stable continued in ollice until after tho 
election 1 

Hon. attorney-general — The dismissal 
of Mr, Beckensoll was not considered by 
the government before the elections. Tho 
dismissal took utfoot on 31st of August, 
1880, and not in July and proceeded on 
tho score of economy in tho public sor- 
vicu.

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ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 

Tills is tho feast day of Erin's patron 
saiut. It. is "a great day for [reland," 
and in song and speech and merry jest Kel- 
sons will recount the many virtues of St. 
Patrick and wear the dear little shamrock 
proudly on their bosoms. St, Patrick 
was essentially a great man, and 
might very properly have had a 
place among Carlyle's heroes. Long 
ore many of the oldest and most renowned 
dynasties were known to fame; ere crumb 
ling ruins marked the downfall of the 
ancient Roman empire; era the Saracens 
had overrun Asia and Europe, nay, even 
before they had taken their existence us a 
people; ere Constantino the Great had 
given peace to the church; ere Charle- 
magne had united under his sway the petty 
states of fallen Rome, the Ireland of St. 
Patrick was a nation, "great, glorious and 
free." England had not yet, cast off the 
dark mantle of heathenism; Germany was 
not the great and respected of to-day; the 
Olive of Spain had notyet sprung up from 
mother earth to the light of day; the 
lily of France had not yet boon 
watered by the blood of heroes 
that have since existed; the fierce 
Russian eagle in its eyrie oi the north 
had not yet unfolded its gigantic wings 
over Europe; and Ireland was at the same 
time free and prosperous, enjoying the 
many prerogatives of a powerful nation, 
rojoicing in tho heyday of national pros- 
perity, glowing in the mellow sunshine of 
Christianity, and brightening up its hills 
and dolls with tho brilliant torch of re- 
ligion. In this state Erin remained dur- 
ing tho throe centuries of the Golden Age, 
tho greatest country in the world. When 
the powers of Ignorance and Impiety 
threatened to annihilate those of Learn- 
ing and Faith; when the gloom of illit- 
eracy, wrapt in its sombre mantle the 
monuments of learning and enlighten- 
ment, scionca and literature, yea, faith 
itself lied terror-stricken over the seas to 
the bind preserved and sanctified by 
saintly men; when the light of science 
had nearly flickered away, and the form 
of Christendom was about to be enveloped 
in the twilight of Paganism, still I he far-oil' 
gleam of the woll trimmed lamp of learning 
was visible burning on the remote shores 
of Erin. Darker and darker grew the 
night, deeper and deeper grew the shadow 
of tho genius of Knowledge as the sun 
of religion and learning sank slowly be- 
hind the mountains of Europe. Amid 
the gloom, then, Ireland's missionaries, 
animated with the love' of God and of 
man, crossed the seas, bearing in their 
hands 'dazzling torches that were to light 
up the nations of the earth. France, 
Sweden, .Scotland, Lombardy, Spain and 
Germany were in turn visited and brought 
into the slutting light of Christian truth. 
The universities of Paris, l'avia and similar 
institutions sprang into existence and 
diffused throughout the world the light 
of science and religion. The smoulder- 
ing tires of learning were tended on the 
peaks of the Alps and Appenines. Again 
in the quiet cloister the midnight, chant 
arose. With renewed fervor missionaries 
traveled from place to place, spreading 
piety us they went -again the boll wss 
heard pealing in the old cathedrals, 
calling, with itH mellow notes, souls 
to the worship of God. Thus Europe was 
saved front t he worst of degradatii ms —that 
of ignorance and irreligion and ail 
through the untiring zeal of Ireland's 
saint and his coadjutors. It is well then 
that the n.ital day of one of the world's 
great, men should be observed, but not in 
silly parades where Haunting banners and 
party tunes are calculated to offend; 
rather lot it be. at the banquet board or in 
tho quiet social circle where his brave 
deeds are narrated and his children urged 
to follow in the light of his example. 
Happily each year St. Patricks Day ceases 
to toko on the form of a holiday of dissipa- 
tion, but rather tends to the religious, 
literary and social — a feast of reason and 
flow of soul — worthy of the patron stunt 
of old Erin, whose mllld was moro bent 
on spreading the light of the Gospel 
and in inculcat ing literary and scientific 
truth than in drunker) carousals and 
beastly orgies. This is, indeed, "a great 
day for Ireland." and Irishmen and Irish- 
men's sons the world over will sport, their 
sprig of green to-day with pride and 
pleasure and bless the good saint whose 
name is synonymous with all that is noblest 
and purest and best in our common man- 
hood. Shall tho poot's worth ho pro 
phetic ? In view of Ireland's present for- 
lorn condition, sitting to-day as 
she does, like NidbOj weeping among 
the nations, did he, with that 
koener vision peculiar to his kind, 
descry afar oftthe sun burst, which was to 
give joy to tho souls of all lovers of human 
liberty/ Was his lyre attuned correctly 
when he sang, 

"Tho nations are fallen, ami Hum st ill a rt young 
Thy sun la but, rising when others nave igot, . 
And though slavery's cloud o'er thy morning 

Tim full b noon of freedom shall houm round 
Krin'oh? KHn, th<nigh long In the shacU. 
Thy storshall shine out when tho y roudest shall

RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

Monday's terrible accident on the Dod- 
ham branch of tho Boston and Providence 
railway by which throe persons wore kill- 
ed outright and 114 injured, following so 
closely upon tho disaster on tho Central 
Vermont compels us to ask how are Biich 
calamities caused and how can they bo 
.-.voided I The wreck tit Bussy Park bridge 
is said to bo oven a more appalling sight 
than that at White River junction. What 
was tho cause of the accident I The wires 
tell us "a break in the bridge." It is .also 
stated that the bridge where the accident 
occurred is a comparatively new one. 
Prof. Swaine, of the institute of technol- 
ogy, who made an examination of Miu 
wrecked bridge, discovered what ho con- 
sidered to be tho cause of tho accident. 
1 lo thinks there wore serious defects in 
s uiie portions of tho bridge, not only in 
tho material used but in the manner of 
construction. Wo cannot but behove that 
tho grossest, negligence will have been 
found at the root of tho matter and it is 
to bo hoped that tho enquiry will be 
thorough and not as is usually tho case 
burked oither through sympathy or by 
influence. A terrible responsibility is 
placed upon the shoulders of railway own- 
ers, managers and employees. In nine 
cases out of ten it would be found that the 
blame rests with them. It does seem a 
little strange that a break should have 
occurred in a now bridge and not have 
been detected previous to the train's cross- 
ing it. But as a matter of fact in the 
construction of railroads and especially in 
the building of bridges, does not economy 
give way to duty, and are not strength 
and durability subsidiary to the saving of 
money and flimsy construction ( It seems 
to us that there can be no difficulty in 
placing the responsibility where if right- 
fully belongs -on the owners of the rail- 
roads. Thousands of men, women and 
children every day trust their lives and 
limbs to their care, and arc constantly in 
danger of death from a badly built bridge, 
a defective truck, a broken mil — from, in 
short, tho count less and ono causes of acci- 
dent inseparable from a railroad. We 
are inclined to believe that that 
reasonable degree of fare to which 
travelers are justly entitled does 
not mark as a general rule railway mag- 
nates in the management of their linos. It 
is usually found that, when a i.aihvay acci- 
dent, so terrible in its effects as those 
which have taken place this year, 
occurs there is a great outcry, investi- 
gations take place which usually end 
in smoke, a little more circumspection 
is evidenced for a. few months, and then 
there is a return to tho old grooves again. 
A strong verdict in one of these cases 
saddling the blame where it. rightfully be- 
longs is greatly to be desired and would 
probably have more effect than all other 
forces combined to compel railway man- 
agers to assure passengers a mod era to de- 
gree of safety. If railway owners would 
only learn I y experience that, false econ- 
omy costs them dearly in the end and that 
destroyed and damaged carriages would 
pay twice over for tho help necessary to 
properly superintend the track and 
bridges, we would hear less of such vast 
and deplorable calamities as those we have 
lately boon called upon to chronicle. In 
many cases, and the statement holds good 
of Canadian as well as American railroads, 
tho rolling stock is allowed to run down, 
and is only replaced when it has become 
absolutely useless. This erroneous idea 
of economy was especially manifest on the 
Intercolonial railway during Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's term of otlice, when the engines 
wore only laid on the shelf when it had 
become utterly impracticable to work 
them. That gentleman, of course, was 
desirous to keep tho expenditure on the 
road within the receipts and gradu- 
ally to claim a surplus under his judicious 
(!) management, but the effects were 
ultimately seen. During tho storms of 
winter, traffic was impeded and any gains 
made in cutting down expense were more 
than counterbalanced by the losses accru- 
ing from accidents or inomciency. It is 
very desirable that the lesson of these 
American railway disasters should bo 
taken home by the officials of the 
C. P. R. and our home railways. We 
have no doubt, that the highest degree of 
care prevails at. present. Any accidents 
that may have occurred were due to 
causes entirely unavoidable, but it is well 
that a warning should bo taken, and that 
in the event of a casualty no laches can lie 
attributed to either the owners of the 
road or the men in their employ. A very 
solemn duty rests upon these, and they 
should never be allowed to forget, tho ter- 
rible responsibility wdiich thoy have 
voluntarily placed upon themselves. A 
great danger in ease of railway accidents 
arises from coal and wood lires. Once the 
carriages overturn they become a blazing 
and ticry mass and escape is impossible, 
In some of the recent cases heart-rending 
detiiils have reached us of the sufferings 
of the imprisoned victims who slowly 
burned to death in the presence of their 
fellows who could render them no assist- 
ance. It would seem that some better ar- 
rangement could be made in this age of 
successful invention, and we understand 
that the matter is now occupying the at- 
tention of many scientific men; meantime 
steam could, we think, be successfully 
Used, He would, indeed, be a benefactor 
to his race who would render file destruc- 
tion of life ami property by tire less pos- 
sible than is t he ease Under existing cir- 
cumstances. As we read the sickening 
details of the accident between Forest 
Hill and Rosedale, and arc told that "the 
cause of the accident is said to have been 
a break in the bridge," we cannot, but 
think that there is fault somewhere. The 
enquiry for once ought to be honest, and 
thorough, and a verdict rendered that 
will prevent the recurrence of suchsweep- 
ing disasters as have already marked the 
present year. 



NAMELESS LETTERS— THE CHURCH -

Editors, 
no doubt, often unwillingly admit com- 
munications of this kind because offered 
by persons they do not like to refuse, and 
then? indulgence is often repaid by being 
accused of writing to themselves. 

Nameless Letters cannot be justified up- 
on any sound reason, except, it be the 
single instance of purely literary writings, 
whore the author takes a pseudonym from 
modesty, and the line should he boldly 
drawn there. 

There is a let tor in last Saturday's Times 
signed "Consistency," that is nameless in 
more senses than ono. If, is an insult, to 
a Christ ian community. Bo sure to read 
it, for it is woll to know that t here is Bitch 
a titan in tho city. I am not in favor of 
passing such men and such letters in silent, 
contempt, Thoy need a little show- 
ing up. I defy him lo point out 
a single instance, in the last 1887 
years, of a person becoming a drunk- 
aid from .taking the sacrament of 
the Lord's supper. It is not the church- 
man, but men like "Consistency," who 
have tho benolit of the knowledge 
achieved by Christian civilization, and 
who, viper-like, turn and bito tho hand 
that foods thorn, who are tho cause of 



drunkenness. He says' that "2wfcej/ is 
the only country of Europe which rejected 
them" (tho Christians) " and the only one 
that is sober." Indeed! Such very con- 
sistent men should go to Turkey to live, 
but that would bo bad for Turkey, for 
men possessed of evil spirits would soon 
teach tho savage how to make evil spirits.

cases, however, in which alterations of t he Cus- 
toms dm ies are required to afford jusl measures 
of assistance to our young ami at niggling farm- 
ing and mining industries, and to secure mark- 
ets for our productions I will advocate those 
amendments of the Tarlif which are deemed 
necessary. 

Especially will 1 exhaust all ways and means 
to obtain, by way of reciprocity, the removal of 
I ho duty of "a cents per ton now charged by Lhe 
United States upon the coal of Vancouver is- 
land out erlng t heir ports. 

I shall contend for the nrudont and econo- 
mical expenditure of tho public money in every 
department, having regard to tho necessary do- 
mauds of the public service ; but uo effort shall 
be wanting on my part, to secure for Vancouver 
District a fair share of the amount which may 
bo available for distribution. 

Next to tho maintenance of law and order, I 
hold it to bo tho first duty of a Colonial govern- 
ment to facilitate tho development and settle- 
ment of the territory ovoi which it has jurisdic- 
tion, i will therefore do my utmost to obtain 
Lho grant of sulllolont subsidies by the Dom- 
inion:— 

For encouraging tho construction of a 
railway to tho northern part of Vancouver 
Island, ns an important factor in bringing 
about the rapid colonization of tho unsettled 
port ions of I he island. 

For onsurlng a satisfactory steamboat set- 
vice iiet ween Victoria and Comox, and tho 
Usual way ports and islands, including 
Hornby Island, and also with the northern 
settlements. 

For lho extension of telegraph lines to 
Alberni, Como.x and other places where 
needed for the public service. 
1 will also claim for this district a due pro- 
portion of the state-aided immigration of men 
and women of a desirable class, who with their 
families will he assist ed to enter the new settle- 
ments, and will in course of lime become con- 
siderable producers and consumers, thus adding 
to the trade of the country. 

I will support the Introduction of manhood 
suffrage at i tie earliest favorable opporl unity. 

1 will jealously guard the right ol th 
of this province to deal with t he mallei 
ed for them by the British North America Act. 

1 shall endeavor lo take an active part in tho 
consolidation and amendment of tho Dominion 
statutes; and having in the course of my judic- 
ial experience seen many instances ol undue 
hardship and severity visited hv the law upon 
unfortunate offendors, 1 shall strive to have the 
law in those respects rectified. 

I will movo to have tho limits of tho District 
ol Vancouver readjusted so as to concentrate 
certain of lhe farming districts and enable them 
to elect a representative of their special in- 
terest.,. 

1 will give my attention to tho postal service 

with a view Lo increasing its elllcioncy, espec- 
ially In this district. 1 also Intend to procure a 
roduct ion in the rates of postage. 

Some system ol bankruptcy or insolvency, 
which, while airbnlingjusl rollof to hones! debt- 
ors unable to meet t heir cngageiuonls, will also 
give adequate protection against undue prefer- 
ence, and secure the equitable division uf the 
debtor's properly among lhe creditors, has been 
long needed, and 1 purpose giving my help to 
the passage of a suitable law. 

I will urge the appointment of a County Court 
Judge, wiio shall reside in Nanaimo, the central 
point oft he d isi ricl . 

1 will support any practical scheme for the 
proper representation of the provinces of the 
Dominion; En their various manufactures and 
natural productions at the chief International 
ami I lolonlal exhibitions of the world. 

The serious questions which havo arisen re- 
lative lo tho rights of the Indians of this prov- 
ince, and the future mode of dealing with lhe 
Indians shall have my earnest consideration 
with the object of arriving al a wise solution of 
i ho complex dimuulties now demanding prompt 
decision and act ion by tho government. 

In all mailers appertaining lo the policy of

POLICE COURT. 
[Before Edwin Johnson, S.M.] 

When tho case of Ah Keo, who stood 
charged with indecent exposure to school 
girls was called, 

Mi\ fliggins, chairman of the Victoria 
school board, who, with Dr. Milne, rep 
resenting t he same board, was present, 
asked to have the case heard in private, 
out of regard for the feelings of tho child- 
ren and their parents, 

Mr. Wilson, who appeared* for the de- 
fence, said he was anxious to spare the 
children as much as possible. If the case 
was to go. to the assizes it might be heard 
in private; but if it was to be dealt with 
summarily he feared the court could not 
be cleared. 

The magistrate said he sympathized 
with the parents and children, and thought 
the application for secrecy highly com- 
mendable; but as he intended to deal with 
tho matter summarily he thought the case 
wotdd have to be hoard in open court. 

Mr. Fliggins, after consultation with 
Dr. Milne, said that rather than have the 
case go to the assizes he thought the par- 
ents would ask tin; magistrate to deal with 
it summarily. 

A screen was then placed between the 
witness stand and the spectators, and be- 
hind this screen the evidence of witnesses 
was taken.

father came into the house about 5:40 1 
o'clock with my sister; that was after the 
Chinaman bad boon outside. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wilson -It was 
about 5 o'clock when I went into the 
house: was good friends wit h the China- 
men up to that time; Ah Kee was there 
I all the time up to about live minutes; 
when my father came in I went for Mr. 
Smith; my father went into the China- 
men's house with respect to this matter; 
my sister said, "that is the man:'' think 
that there was one lamp burning when my 
father came in ; then! was no lamp burn- 
ing when I first went in. 

Officer Smith, sworn, said lie had seen 
the prisoner on the night of the 22nd Jan- 
uary; from information received from Mr. 
Haughtoti and his daughter I went info 
the washhouso to make the arrest of the 
Chinaman; when I went in the fellow ran 
out the back dour and jumped over the 
fence and got away ; I saw enough of him 
though to recognize him again.

His Worship— I will not pass thu box 
around, and I don't intend to be tantal- 
ized in this manner. I think it is illegal 
to vote by ballot and will Btick to my 
i ipinion. 

Coun. Higgins — Well, 1 will vote 
.( ipenly then. 

Conn. Styles — Tho bylaw provides for 
voting by ballot. 

His Worship I have told you over and 
over again that tho bylaw is illegal. 

Coun. Styles — It appears to mo, your 
worship, that every bylaw that does not 
suit, your ideas is illegal. 

Coun. Fliggins then wrote out a motion 
of appeal against the ruling of the mayor, 
that it was illegal to vote by ballot for the 
appointing of officers. 

The clerk read tho motion and when 
requested to put it, tho mayor refused to 

do HO. 

Coun. Harris hero dove down tho cork- 
screw. 

Coun. Higgins— It seems in my opinion 
that your worship is acting unconstitu- 
tionally in this matter. On Tuesday next 
you will have all the prisoners who are 
in the city gaol out on tho Btreot, as tho 
old gaol is going to bo torn down, and 
you will bo held responsible, 

Coun. Coughlan hero appealed against 
bis worship's ruling with regard to tho 
ollicors, but the mayor refused to put tho 
appeal. 

Several of the councillors horo followed 
Coun, Harris down tho corksurow, and 
there being no quorum tho meeting broko 
up ill disorder.

jurisdiction botwoon high and low water 
mark. Another amendmont increased the 
qualifications for mayor and aldermen. 

Mr. HigtdiiB said that in committee ho 
intended to move to change the name of 
Vancouvor back to Granville. Tho present 
titlo led to endless confusion and per- 
plexity, and its appropriation was as in- 
discreet as it was improper. As was once 
said of a noted state trial, the only fair 
thing about it were the ladies in the gal- 
lery, so it might bo said that the best 
thing about this place was its name. We 
had Vancouver Island, Vancouver district-, 
Vancouver town, in Washington territory, 
the diocese of Vancouver, and Vancouver 
City on tho mainland— altogether too 
much Vancouver. He would give notice 
of a change. 

Mr. Dansmuir would support tho bill 
on the understanding that in committee 
some very important amendments should 
be' inserted into it. Ho would nob go-nrj 
far us the honorable member for Esqui- 
mau and change tho name, but the 
present act of incorporation required some 
important changes. 

Mr. Bole said the people of Vancouver 
woro probably tho best judges of what 
they -required. He would support the 
bill. 

Bill passed tho second reading, to be 
referred to committee on Friday next, 

NOUl'HKllN RAILWAY. 

Tho railway committee reported, re- 
commending the New Westminster north- 
ern railway, 

firemen's fund, 

Mr. T. Davie moved the second reading 
of a Bill to enable the trustees of tho Vic- 
toria fire department charitable associa- 
tion to distribute tho assets of the said 
association among the members thereof. 
In doing so the mov er said the funds of 
the association had been raised through 
the exertions of the members by concerts, 
excursions, balls, solicitations from the 
public, etc. The object of the fund was 
tho relief of firemen who might bo injured 
in the discharge of their duty. When the 
fire apparatus was turned over to the 
paid deparmeilt it was resolved to divide 
the assets of the association among the 
members having regard in doing so to tho 
period of service of the several members. 
On the other hand, however, some uf tho 
members claimed that the sum should be 
divided without reference to the period of 
service, and the object of the bill be intro- 
duced was to secure an equitable dist ribu- 
tion of thy funds among the members, the 
expenses of the lawsuit in the courts being 
first paid out of it, He would be glad to 
consider any suggestion with a view to 
devoting part of the fund to I he relief of 
widows of firemen who, if they had been 
olive, would have been entitled to their 
share in it. 

Col. Baker said it was claimed by those 
firemen opposed to the bill and the dis- 
tribution uf the fund according to the 
period of service that they hail had no 
notice of the meeting at which this plan 
of distribution was adopted, Tho bill had 
been before the private bills committee 
and had been passed by them in order to 
bring the matter before the house as it 
was considered if it wore left to the courts 
the whole fund would be dissipated in 
costs. 

Mr. Prior said if was claimed that the 
meeting at which it was resolved to dis 
tribute ttio fund according to the period 
of service was a packed one. lie believed 
tho courts was the proper place to decide 
a dispute of this kind. He considered 
the distribution of the fund among 
the members of the late department was 
putting it to an improper use. Tho pub- 
lic of Victoria had not subscribed to tho 
fund with the intention that it should be 
divided among the members. How 
ever, if it were to be divided ho believed 
that the younger members were entitled 
to an equal share. 

Mr. Higgins said that in January, 1862, 
he had the honor to be president of the 
tire department and at that time a concert 
for the benefit of the firemen's charitable 
fund was given at the old theatre. Tin- 
proceeds woro some §205. These formed 
the nucleus of the present fund. Tho 
money was given for charity. Fie could 
not see that any of the members of the 
lafce department were proper object.-, of 
elelmosynary aid. The money should be 
applied to the erection of a fireman's ward 
in the proposed jubilee hospital and he 
should vote against the second reading. 

Mr. Anderson said t hat the members of 
fifteen or twenty years standing were 
those who had borne the burden and heat 
of the day, and ho believed they were en- 
titled to the largest share in the distribu- 
tion. 

Mr. Bole held that the principle of tin- 
hill was good. On the same principle as 
the profits of life insurance companies are 
divided it was proposed to divide this 
fund — to divide it according to seniority 
of membership. The house, if it wished 
to dispense charity should do it with their 
own funds. 

Mr. Beaven contended that the private 
hills committee having taken the evidence 
of both sides on this question should have 
come to some conclusion and have recom- 
mended that decision to the house. The 
house could not decide without any evi- 
dence before it what course to pursue. 
There was nothing to show whether there 
was anything in t he bylaws of the asso- 
ciation, which required a I wo-l bird or 
Unanimous vote to dispose of the assets 
of the association in disbanding. If only 
a majority vote were required then the 
house could not say t) o association should 
not distribute its property as it desired. 
A serious difficulty, b twover, to got over 
was the fact that the case was before the 
courts. 

Col. Baker, chairman of I he private bills 
committee, said the committee had heard 
nothing affecting the ease beyond what 
had been printed and laid before the 
house, In answer lo a question by Mr. 
Beaven, he said there was nothing in tho 
bylaws which provided whether the funds 
should ho disposed of by a majority, two- 
thirds or unanimous vote of the associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Grant found the matter difficult to 
deal with. Tho fact that tho bid' mem- 
bers had the benefit of insurance from 
this fund from tho time they joined I hp 
department could not be overlooked. 

Mr, Turner said the supreme court was 
the. proper place to go into the "ins and 
outs of this matter. lie was inclined to 
vote against, the second reading of the bill. 

Mr. T. Davie said if the niattor were 
left to the courts the fund would be eaten 
up in costs till there would bo nothing 
left. 

Mr. Higgins asked if a member who at 
anytime had served less than five years 
was entitled to share in the fund I 

Mr. T. Davie -Yes. 

Mr. Biggins— Then I shall bo entitled 
to a hah' share, and I haven't been a fire- 
man for 24 years. 

It Was pointed out by Mr. Higgins that 
Mr. Davie was also interested in the 
fund, when both members decided they 
would not vote and retirud to the ante- 
room. 

Bill passed second reading. 

A'l'HAHAXKA ItAll.WAY. 

Mr, T. Davio moved the second reading 
of the Kootonav & Athabaska railway bill, 
attliefea. tli-th-Rftt-rlw I in over sir font d 
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built would bo one of the most beneficial 
which could bo undertaken in the prov- 
ince. Tho capital would bo SI, 000, 000. 
Tho line would run from Revelstoke to 
the northern end of Kootcnny Lake, a 
distance of about ninety miles. Connec- 
tion would be made with the Canadian 
Pacific at Revelstoke, and the object of 
the company was the development of 
the mineral resources of Eootenay Lake 
and its tributaries. The Ainsworth 
scheme was calculated to cany the trade 
of that part of the country toward tho 
American boundary, while the present 
would tend to divert it in a different 
direction. The bill provided that 
work should be commenced within 
three years and the road completed with- 
in live years. In Montana, in a country 
of an exactly similar character, mines mil- 
lions of dollars in value were being opened 
up. This road would have the same 
effect on that part of the province. It, 
would be asked what were the conditions 
upon which the company proposed to 
carry out this work ( A grant of land would 
hi! asked for, but no exclusive right to 
minerals would be included, and individu- 
al miners would have the right to go upon 
these lands the same as if they were not 
held by the company. A charter for the 
road hail been already obtained from the 
Dominion government, and in order to 
induce that, government to grant, aid to the 
enterprise this house should endeavor to 
show that, it was for the general advantage 
of Canada. 

Col. Baker said this railway might pro- 
perly be said to be a miners railway, and 
if built it would be the means of opening 
up the mines of Kootenay district, lie 
thought, however, in the interests of the 
people of the district in which the railway 
was built, that in committee the time for 
commencing the surveys of the road should 
be limited to one year from the date of 
passage of the act. The surveys should 
commence as soon as possible. He Would 
forward the interests of tho bill in overy 
way in his power. 

Mr. Heaven said the bill did not come 
up to bis expectations, and there were 
many things in it which ho thought should 
be idteied. By one clause, the charter 
might remain upon the statute books for 
an indefinite time and thus deter the 
building of any other road in the district 
through which it passed. He thought, 
the construction placed upon the 92nd 
provision of the B. N, A. act by the Dom- 
inion government was altogether wrong, 
and a judicial decision on the question 
would* prove t hat this was the case. Kail- 
ways built within the province of British 
Columbia were altogether under the juris- 
diction of tin- province. There was a 
serious objection to the bill, and that was 
t he absence of a clause restricting the em- 
ployment of Chinese in its construction. 
This was an important reason, if there 
was no other, why the Dominion govern- 
ment should not have tho power to grant, 
charters, for they invariably did so without 
any restrictive Chinese clauses. Thoro was 
neit her a clause giving a deposit, or any 
guarantee that the road would bo built. 
He certainly would have to cast his vote 
against the second reading of the bill. 

Mr. T. Davie said with regarod to the 
Chinese clause that it, was with no inten- 
tion of leaving out t hese clauses that the 
railway committee had reported the bill 
as it now stood. He believed it was a 
Standing order of the, house that the Chi- 
nese clauses were to be attached to every 
bill passed by this house. The clauses oc- 
cupied over a page and it would be extra 
expense each time that they had to bo 
printed with the bill. Tho honorable 
leader of the opposition would also seo 
that by the clause L'-l that tho whole char- 
wos subject to the approval of the lieut- 
enant -governoi in council. If clause 25 
was not placed in the bill, it would bo 
necessary for the company to go to the 
Dominion and ask a repeal of tho charter 
granted by them, which included the ex- 
tension id' the line to Hudson bay, which 
at, the present- time was not contemplated. 

Mr. Heaven thought the railway com- 
mittee should have reported the bill with 
the Chinese clauses attached. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought after what had 
occurred at New Westminster some 
months ago t his Chinese rubbish was to bo 
dropped. At that time the three mem- 
bers representing the city and district 
were burnt in effigy, Ho thought thu 
honorable loader of the opposition had 
Chinese on the brain. The honorable 
gentleman talked of inducing capital to 
come to the country anil by seeking to 
prevent them from employing Chinese, he 
was on tho other hand endeavoring to 
keep it away. It was unconstitutional 
placing this clause in any bill and the 
sooner tho members endeavored by all 
legitimate means to forward tho in- 
letpsts of the province tho sooner 
would wo bo prosperous. He hoped the 
honorable gentleman would drop his clap- 
trop and exhibit more advanced states- 
manship. Why, ho saw in tho paper tho 
other day an account of whore monkeys 
had been imported from South Africa and 
employed to pick cotton. (Laughter.) If 
we sent the Chinese out, they would prob- 
ably commence the importation of mon- 
keys, and I his would need legislat ion. 
(Laughter.) He regarded the Chinese as 
machines, and you might as well talk of 
prohibiting thu employment of steam 
engines to facilitate and cheapen work as 
to prevent the employment of Chinese. 
If he ever brought another railway bill in, 
and ho didn't think he would, he would 
employ Chinese, and they couldn't pre- 
vent him. 

Air. Bole was favorable to the second 
reading of thu bill, provided the Chinese 
clause was incorporated with it. He 
thought that the employment of the 
Chinese was a worse plague than tho 
locusts of Egypt! In their haste lo build 
provincial railways they should not forgot 
to protect tho white workingmeji against, 
the Chinese. Ue was interested in a rail- 
way bill reported to-day and was willing 
that the Chinese clause should bo inserted. 
It was only by employing exclusive white 
labor that they could hope to build up the 
country. 

Mr. Dimsinuir— Will tho honorable gon- 
. • -j.:... ..r x,;.. n .,., M f;i-,, 
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onts ill burning their representatives in 
effigy I 

Mr. Bole — At that time I was not their 
i opresentativo. (Laughter.) This action 
was in accord with their views on the 
Chinese question. Through neglect tho 
Chinese restriction clause was net incor- 
porated in the agreement; and as the rail- 
way company insisted on employing Chi- 
nese, the city, his constituents, insisted that 
either the government raise tho bonus or 
forgo the restriction clause. The postpone- 
ment of thu building of the road would have 
acted detrimental to the interests of thu 
city. A mass meeting of the woikingmeu 
of New Westminster assented to tho 
course of employing Chinese though re- 
gretting that means should have not boon 
previously taken to prevent it? 

Tho honorable attorney-general said 
thiit this was a project that should bo 
encouraged. In order that the members 
might vote intelligently he would state 
that the government proposed to aid the 
road by a land grant of U,200 acres per 
mile in alternate sections along the line. 

On the speaker putting the question, 
that the bill be now read a second time, 
Mr. Beaven was tho only member who 
voted in the negative. 

House went into committee, Mr. Thom- 
son in the chair. 

After passing all the clauses but two the 
committee reported progress. 

House adjourned until 1 1 o'clock to-day.
